Saint  Joseph’s  Alumni  Board 
set  two  goals  for  1973 — $100,000 
for  the  Alumni  Fund  and  100 
new  students  for  the  alumni  re¬ 
cruitment  program — during  its 
July  meeting.  At  the  halfway 
mark,  both  the  Alumni  Fund  and 
the  recruiting  program  have  gen¬ 
erated  optimism  for  realizing  the 
goals. 

“It  is  impossible  to  compare 
last  year’s  fund  drive  with  our 
’73  program,”  says  Jim  Mad¬ 
den,  Alumni  Vice-President  for 
Financial  Affairs.  “The  ’72  fiscal 
year  began  in  July,  whereas  this 


year  it  was  June.  Secondly,  the 
fund  raising  program  has  been 
revamped.  The  change  of  fiscal 
dates  is  what  causes  the  compar¬ 
ison  problem.  Last  year’s  record 
figure  of  $75,000  stood  at  $16,000 
after  the  first  six  months.  That 
figure  already  included  the 
phone-a-thons,  a  mailer,  match¬ 
ing  grants  and  the  ‘end-of-the- 
year  deduction’  checks.  The 
$24,000  in  the  ’73  Fund  does  not 
include  any  of  that. 

The  first  ’73  phone-a-thon  was 
held  during  the  final  week  of 
November  at  the  Blue-Cross-

New  Coach,  Tough  Schedule 
Face  1973  Basketball  Pumas 


“Saint  Joseph’s  is  the  only 
school  faced  with  a  massive  re¬ 
building  job.”  Thus  speaks  the 
official  NCAA  basketball  guide 
for  1972-73,  rating  the  Pumas’ 
chances  in  the  Indiana  Collegiate 
Conference.  In  gentlemanly  jour¬ 
nalistic  tones,  “massive  rebuild¬ 
ing”  is  synonymous  with  the  role 
of  an  underdog,  a  team  from 
which  very  little  is  expected. 

“We  won’t  let  a  prediction  like 
that  bother  us,”  says  the  Pumas’ 
new  coach  John  Weinert.  “In 
fact,  it  might  be  good  that  we’re 
regarded  as  underdogs,  because 
it  will  take  some  of  the  pressure 
off  our  admittedly  young  team.” 

Plans  for  1972-73  necessarily 
start  with  the  five  returning 
lettermen,  paced  by  two  regulars 
from  last  season,  6-6  forward 
Dave  Huneryager  (junior,  Ham¬ 
mond,  Ind.)  and  a  6-5  center 
Jim  Thordsen  (sophomore,  Re- 
parto  Metropo,  P.R.).  Huneryager 
fired  a  nifty  .552  from  the  field 
while  averaging  13.7  points  and 
6.3  rebounds  per  game  last  sea¬ 
son.  His  scoring  and  rebounding 
punch  will  be  a  key  factor  this 
winter. 

Thordsen,  a  freshman  crowd 
pleaser  last  year,  is  SJC’s  first 
Olympian  ever,  as  he  played  in 
Munich  this  summer  with  his 
native  Puerto  Rican  team.  A 
sharp-shooter  supreme,  he  ave¬ 
raged  10.8  points  and  7.8  re¬ 
bounds  per  game  last  year,  while 
blistering  the  nets  at  .609  from 
the  field  and  .832  from  the  char¬ 
ity  strips. 

Additional  front  line  size 
comes  in  the  form  of  the  third 
letterman,  6-7  center  Rick  Von- 
derhaar  (senior,  Cincinnati,  O.), 
who  finished  with  a  5.3  scoring 
average  last  year.

Introduction  by  Jerry  Gladu,  Director  of  Development 
As  I  mentioned  in  the  last  issue  of  CONTACT,  this  column 
will  feature  guest  authors  writing  on  the  philosophy  behind, 
and  various  methods  of  making  "planned  gifts"  to  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  These  authors  will  be  telling  you  how  "plan¬ 
ned  gifts"  can  benefit  you  and  your  family  as  well  the  ways 
in  which  these  gifts  will  benefit  the  college.  Our  first  guest 
author  is  Edward  A.  Massura,  tax  manager  in  the  tax  depart¬ 
ment  of  Arthur  Andersen  &  Co.,  Chicago,  faculty  member  at  the 
DePaul  Law  School  and  Saint  Joseph's  grad  of  1960.  Mr.  Mas¬ 
sura  graduated  from  DePaul  Law  School  in  1963,  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  that  same  year  and  became  a  Certified  Public 
Accountant  in  1967.  He,  his  wife  Carol  and  their  three  children 
live  in  the  Oakbrook  area  of  Chicago. 

Whether  he  realizes  it  or  not,  every  Saint  Joseph's  alumnus 
has  a  plan  for  the  disposition  of  his  estate  in  the  event  of  his 
death.  Either  his  plan  is  an  up-to-date,  legal  WILL  which  assures 
him  that  his  estate  will  be  distributed  according  to  his  wishes, 
or  the  plan  consists  of  the  arbitrary  procedures  governed  by 
state  laws  of  intestacy  which  will  distribute  his  estate  in  quite 
a  different  manner  than  he  would  probably  have  wanted.  It 
is  a  regretable  fact  that  a  proportion  of  college  graduates 
estimated  as  high  as  fifty  percent  do  not  have  properly  drawn 
WILLS. 

Once  an  individual  completes  his  education  and  embarks 
upon  a  profession,  the  need  for  careful  financial  planning  be¬ 
comes  imperative.  Particular  attention  should  be  given  to 
guaranteeing  an  adequate  cash  flow  to  him  and  his  family  in 
his  working  years  and  the  development  of  an  estate  plan 
which  will  provide  for  his  wife  and  family,  or  other  benefic¬ 
iaries,  in  the  event  of  his  death. 

The  cornerstone  of  any  estate  plan  is  a  current  WILL. 
Since  a  person's  financial  condition  changes  as  he  grows  older, 
his  WILL  must  be  updated  periodically  to  reflect  his  current  de¬ 
sires.  The  only  manner  in  which  this  can  be  accomplished  is  by 
a  systematic  program  of  review. 

A  WILL  should  provide  for  a  number  of  things.  Among 
these  are: 

(1)  The  payment  of  debts,  administration  expenses,  and 
death  taxes; 

(2)  The  disposition  of  assets,  either  outright  or  in  trust, 
consistent  with  his  intentions; 

(3)  The  naming  of  an  executor  and/or  trustee  capable  of 
carrying  out  his  desires  as  expressed  in  his  WILL. 

In  addition  to  providing  for  his  family,  a  WILL  is  also  an 
ideal  device  for  giving  property  to  a  charity.  Since  gifts  of  cash 
or  property  which  are  made  to  charities,  such  as  Saint  Joseph's 
College,  reduce  estate  taxes,  the  effective  cost  of  the  gift  is 
reduced. 

There  is  also  a  method  whereby  an  individual's  family 
and  a  charity  can  "share"  the  same  assets.  A  WILL  can  provide 
for  some  property  to  be  willed  into  a  charitable  remainder 
trust  which  will  pay  income  to  the  wife  or  children  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  during  their  lives,  and  after  their  deaths  the  remaining 
assets  will  be  distributed  to  the  favorite  charity  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual.  The  tax  rules  require  a  specific  type  of  trust  for  contribu¬ 
tions  of  this  type  otherwise  the  current  deduction  for  charitable 
contributions  will  not  be  allowed.  Prior  to  setting  up  a  chari¬ 
table  remainder  trust,  your  tax  attorney  should  be  consulted. 
If  the  qualifying  charitable  remainder  trust  is  properly  set  up, 
a  charitable  deduction  can  be  taken  on  the  estate  tax  return 
in  an  amount  equal  to  the  actuarial  value  of  the  remainder 
interest  of  the  property.  Such  a  deduction  will  reduce  Federal 
estate  taxes;  thus  there  will  be  more  cash  and  property  to  put 
in  the  trust.  A  charitable  gift  of  this  type,  reducing  estate  taxes, 
can  possibly  avoid  forced  sales  of  land  or  other  assets  which 
generally  result  in  lower  selling  prices. 

Since  a  person's  desire  for  the  care  of  his  family  and  the 
distribution  of  his  assets  to  charities  such  as  Saint  Joseph's 
College,  are  highly  individual;  and  since  in  the  absence  of  a 
WILL  or  other  testamentary  document,  an  estate  passes  under 
the  local  laws  governing  such  matters,  it  is  important  that  one 
insure  that  his  intentions  are  set  out  in  a  carefully  planned 
WILL.  The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  such  a  course  of  action 
are  immense.  The  consequences  which  can  result  from  the  fail¬ 
ure  to  have  a  WILL,  or  to  have  a  WILL  which  has  currently  been 
updated  to  reflect  the  desires  and  intentions  of  an  individual, 
may  be  disastrous.
